== nor promiled it,nor others, (1 ſuppoſe) 
SJ cxpcRed it, yet that which ycu have of 
. == ]atc publiſhed againſt my Reply hath 
proyoked me onee more to ſet penne to paper 1n detence of 
that cauſe which you ſomuch ftrive againſt in vaine 1n the 
beginning of that your A ejoznder, you ſay, that although 
wee bee differentin religien, yer you defire much, that wee 
be united in afteCtion.This ſpeech of yours ] diſlike not be= 
cauſc it ſavoureth ( as Iconceiveit ) of that huwanitic and 
charitie which isto be entertayred,and contirued amongft 
us, notwithſtanding theſe Cifferences in points c| 1elivion: | 
a3 alſo of ſ{cme good affeficn, and inclination in ycu-urto 
Gods tructh : v herein cictely it is, that wee arc to be uni- 
xcd. For, as touching any otter kinCes of unitic, namely 
that which 15 in error and falſcheod,] hepe you eclire it not 
becauſc it is as S.Anugrſtirerighily calleth it, Errors conſpira- 
tio,a conſpiracie of crier agamiſtithe truth. T hevnitic, which 
15;oy:cd with divine veritic,is it which S$. Paul callcth, The 
uniiic of the ſpirit , and which hee would haveall Chriſtians 
to be cyvcrmore ycric carcfull to obſerye, ſaying, Exdevour to Fpheſ. 4. 3 
A 4 keeps 
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get & obtain within themſclves a reſolution of s" ightrgligionz 
which refolution they can neyer certainely have oratrathe 
unto,but by mcanes of the ſacred and Canenicall Scriptares, 
which be the enely infallible rule of all divine truth , as I 
have fhewed in my firſt Booke:So.that the purpoſe and in- 
tention of that my firſt Booke, as likewiſe of the ſecond, 
which is my Reply, and of this alſo, was not, nor is, te have 
men to dwell continually and everlaſtingly in controver. 
fies, but cleane contrariwiſe to have them all ended and' de- 
termined, and that asſpeedily as might bee, in every mans 
conſcience by diligent ſearching of thoſe holy Scriprures; 
and finding out thereby what 1s the undoubted tructh in 
them : that men being once thus ſatisfied. and reſolved of 
the truth and trucreligion, mightafterward the better; and 
the more freely apply themſelyesto the good and Que pra- 
Qile of it intheir affeQtions, werds, workes, lives and cen- 
ve: ſarions, refuling all other religions of humane inventisn 
wharſvever,and the wayes thereof. But now though the 
truch be never ſomaniſcft and apparantr, yet ſome thee be 
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of that frewardand perverſe diſpoſitien, that they will not 
yeelde unte it, but as [axres and Tawbres withſlood Moſes, ſo 
doe _ alſo reſift the truth, being men of corrupt mindes and 
reprobatc concerning the faith,as $. Pu! ſpeakerh,of which 
ſort of.men( if I could helpe it ) I would not haye youto 
be,though you be mine Adverſarte, yea though you were 
mine utter enemie. And therefore,as to the anſwere which 
you made tethe two Chapters contayned 1n the firſt patr 
of my firſt Books, 1 replyed:ſoto your Rejoywder,T have here 
allo thought it good to make « Surreplication,whercin I muſt 
net omit to tell you, that as touching the ſecond Chapter 
of my Reply, yau have in your A ejoynder made no anſwere

all your theughts were wholly fixed, & 1mployed)although 
you make ſome kinde of an{were 18 your R ejoynder unto it, 
and fuch as perchance, yov and your partakers may thinke 


to be ſomewhat ſtrong , yet it 15 indeede of that great debi.. 


litie,as that upon the matter, 18 is as good as no anſwere, as 
will appeare L y the ſequele : and yer have you moreover 
left a great part, even of thatfirft Chapter alſo unanſwere.. 
Beſide that you have agaiuc in your Rejoynder, ſundry things 
which were before an{wered im my Reply, and much other 
idle, futile,and frivolous ſtuffe, which I ſuppoſe you would 
never have inſcrted into your beoke but for want of bettcr 
matter 1n your cauſe. 

For, firft, what an idle exception 15 this, that you take to 
my Reply 1a chat I dedicated itto the Right Honourable the 
Lord Deputic? Why might I not doe {6 ? Was 1t not law: 
full f Or was there any inconyenience, or 'ndecorum init 2 
You iay chart his Lordſhip hath taken the Oath of Supre- 
macte, which maketh hima dire Partic, & being a Parti, 
he may notalſy bea ludge 1n the ſame cauſe, What £ have 
you fo ſoene forgotten what your ſelfe did ? For when you

© exception you take for that I call the Papifts of this king- 
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made youranſwere tothetwo Chapters of my firſt Booke, 
you may remember that you dedicated it, 7's your deare/h 
countreymen, the Lawyers of Ireland. Y ou then tought 1t 
lawfull and ſeemely enough for you fo to dedicate it, not. 
withſtanding that by their refuſall and utter diſlike torake 
the Oath of Supremacic, they manifeſtiy ſhewed themſc}. 
ves to be Parties. And was this lawtall for you to doe,and 
was Rot the other as lawtull at leaſt, or rather much more 
lawfull,and ſcemely ( all things cenlidered)for mee to doc? 
Kowbeit, you know alſo, that Boekes be not alwayes de- 
dicared to men to make them Judges, but ſometimes, and 
uſually to the end, they ſhould be the Patrons theredf, al- 
beitthercin alſo, they be not difallewed but well allowed to 
paſſe their judgement and cenſureupon the ſame. But in- 
dcede no reafon had you to diſlike of the dedication of that 
my Booke unto his Lordſhip, in whom your ſelfe doe ac- 
.. knowledge that there is ſufficiencic to mwnderſiand , wife. 
_ . dome todiſcerne, and pomex to commannd. Alike ſecond 
dome Pretended Cathalickes, which title( lay you) they Coe 
not acknowledge. But whether they acknowledge it or 
no, it muſt bec graunted, that whilett they call themſclves 
Catthelickes, when re vera they beenor ſo, { as I have ſhewed 
and prooved in my firſt Booke ) they can bee no other bue 
Predended Catholickes : As likewiſe hee that calleth himſclfe 
an honeſt man, when revera he 15 not {o,is at the molt , bur a 
pretended honeft man. Yet another exception you take in 
this,that you ſay, I call you Cavis feſtinans and Lu/cas inter 
c&cos ; But you miſtake, in both. For, (in that my epiltie 
dedicatorie, of my Refly,)1 did not ſay, that you were, Canis 
feſtinans, but that whuleſt in your An{iwere, you ſtrived to 
make more hait, then good ſpee./e, you thewed your ſelfe 
to be, like Canis fe/linans, cacos edens catrios: which is a pro. 
verbiall ſpeech, tolerable enough in che judgment of ſuch, 
as be not over captious, and ctten and ordinarily vied m 


that ſort and ſcnce,& te that purpoſe that I uſed wNorker 
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6d | fay defnitely,& expreſlcly of you, that you were Lu/- © 
tug inter c&cos,but my words be theſe: Regnat inter CAkcs5 Luf- 
cr, which may be aſwell fpoken of any other, as of you, vn- 
leſic you willneeds|be the man,and (o take and apply it, (as 
you doe,) to your {elfe, particularly. 

2. After theſe exceptions, you come next to the three 
requeſts, ] made to him,that would take upon him to anſwer 
my firſt booke: in the firſt whereof I deſired, that he would 
anſwere1t, not by parts, or peaſcmeals,but wholly and en- 
tirely, fromthe beginning of itunto the end : The ſecond 
was , that he would doe it, not ſuperficialie , and ſophilit= 
cally but {ubſlantially, ſoundly, & (atisfaRorily,if he could; 
Thirdly, 1 delired him to doe 1tzas in loye,and charity,ſo al- 
ſo with an affe&ion , ouly to follow Gods truth , and with 
all, ro ſet his name untoit, asI had done to that booke of 
mine. Bur hereunto , you take divers exceptions , theugh 
now ſomewhaclately in your Rei:yxier. Firſt you ſay, that 
theſe being conditions, they ſhoutd have beene agreed up- 
on by the muruall cenſent of partics: and that it any ad- 
vantage be given, it ſhould be infayour of thedefenJlant,as 
in matter of ch allenge: for the defendant appoints the wea- 
pon,time,and place ;But in this challenge of mine,contrary 
unto law and cuitoras, I have( ſay you ) affumed unto my 
ſclfe, being rhe challenger, the prepofins of ſuch condi. 
tions as doe diſa.'yantaze the pſ5 09g It 15 true, that in 
con:rats,an41bargaines betweene man and man, the cendi- 
tions mult beagreced wpon by mucuall conſent ef parties, 
betore it be, or can be a perfeRt contra , or a perfect bare 
2ainc, ho br conditions for all rhar, not onely ray be,but 
alſo mult be, firft propounde|l | ere they can bee aſſented 
une », or .zreed wpon. Againe Flcre 13 alwell a ſubſequent 
ayeement, as a Prececient :; As 1t a man propound, or ofter 
k:ito you a Leiſcier yeoarcs of lands, upon certaine condl- 
£105; you may choole, wherencr vou will accept of it, or 
nw, upu8 thoie conditians ; but 1t though not a: the firſt, yer 
al.cirvaid, you having theelection, doe declare your con- 
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| tance of it,by entring upon the lands, manu- 
ring them, taking the profits, is1t not reaſon you ſhould 
obep ng: the conditions thereunto annexed 2 You know 
ow to make the applicatien. And yer neyther was [,when 
I made that my Booke, contratitng , or bargaining with 
you, er with any other man in particul.r: For, ] then ney- 
ther did, nor could poſsibly know before hand, who was to 
be the L/werer of it, with whom | migh: to contrat,nor 
did i take upom me the perſon of a Chailenger, s you af« 
firme: For | krew of no ducll, that was in the caſe. And ay 
for my defending of Proteſtancic againit Poperic, it, ne 
more proyeth meto beachallenger, then yeur defending of 
Poperic againſt Proteſtancic, proveth you to be the challen« 
ger. Yea in the conclufion of that my firſt booke Peg. 41 7. 
1t appcareth,that I was. ſo fare from taking upon me the 
perſon, or ufing the words of a challenger, that cleane con- 
trariwiſe, I uſc onely the peaccable, and fitencly words,of 
Deſiring , and Requeſting. For there I dcfirc ef lum, whoſo- 
ever hee were, that would take upon him to an{were that 
booke of mine,that hce would,in that his anſwere, be plca- 
ſed to obſerve,and performe thoſe three requeſts , or three 
conditions before mentioned, which I there propounded. 
All which were reaſonable con:11t18ns. and ſuch as (it you 
well confider them)werenot( as you ſuy) iſadvantageable, 
but much adyantageable rather to the cauſe of the avterer, 
if hee had performed them. Bur hicre, by the way , you tell 
me,of a ycric compengeious ceurle, how that my whoie {:rit 
booke is anſwered and contuted; For you ſav,that he which 
faylcth in ene point of faith, faylerh in all, and chatarctu- 
tatien or diſpreofc of any one particular 1n my booke, is a 
rcfutation and diſproofe of all. Aud for preofe hercef, you 
cite S.Jawes cap.2. This you alſo cared, and alledged in your 
firkt boske. This 18a veric ſpecdy courſe,ane briefe manner 
of anſwering and confuting whole bookes, and volumes, if 


© it might be allowed. Howbeit, touching that text of $.14- 


wes , which you ſemuch abuſc, and touching that your Pa- 
radoxe 


radexe and ftrange opinion, yeu have been before ſufſicient« 
ly anſwered in my Reply Chap.2.pag.110 111.112 Where 
unto you 1n your Reioynder have ſaid nothing. But; admie 
your Mater propolition were true (which 1s 1ndeede utterly 
untrue )yet kow doe you prove your Aſinvr ? that 1s to lay, 
how doc you prove any one point or poficion of mine,con- 
tayned in that booke to be falſe  Shew, or name that one, 
which you have diſproved, or confuted , if you can : but 
you are not able to doe it. From henceforth theretore bee 

not ſo prodizall of your words.But yet further to derogate 
from the credite ef that my firit booke, yon ſay, that it 18 
onely a colleton out of Proteſtant authors: and that you- 
can difcoyer the Bookes, Chapters, and Pages, of M «fer 
Fulke, Maſter Whit akers, Maſter Downam,& of others, whence 
I haveborrowed, verbatim, whatſocyer 1s cxprefled in 1t. 
T his 1s too everlavith a ſpecch, and more then you will bee 
everable to prove. Indeede, astouching the ſubſtance of 
the matcer,and dofrine, contayned in that my firſt booke, 
aniin my ſccond,and in this alfo, I thinke it no ſhame, bus 
contrary wiſc [ thinke it honour, and reputation, ficely to 
confefle, that I have learned it of theſe, and ot ſuch other 
learned, and reverend Proteſtant Divines : Yea I holdit a 
part of dutic in me, not onely ingeruouſly,but thankefully 
alſo to acknowledge thoſe my teachers : eſpecially conſides 
ring, that what they have taugi;t mee herein, appeareth to 
bee certainely ,and irrefutably true. T his thereforedoth ras 
ther ade credite to the matter and doQrine , contayacd in 

thoſe my bookes,then deregate,or take any from tl;em.But 
was there cycr any reader of other mens workcs, that was 

notallowed totake colle&ijons out cfjthe, & ts make uſe of 
the as occaſion requireth:yeazit that were an exception ſuf- 

fictenc,l might allo ſay, that as tonching the matter,all char 

you have ſpoken <yther in yovr firlt an{wer,or in your Re- 

toynder,is likewiſc but a collection out of Poptſh authors and 

t.1at the Bookes, Chapters, & Pagcs of Bellarmine, Stapleton, 

Suarez.and of ethers, might bethewed ,whence you Tm 
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. eA ſurreplication 
borrowed,and taken them all. But to what end, were this? 
For the queition 15 not , what I have learned, or collected 
out of the one, or you out of the other : but whether of 
thoſe dottrines, and religions, which wee have rſcverally 
learned of theſe our ſeycrall teachers; bee the truer , and 
which of them 1s approved of Ged,and by his word:name- 
ly , whether Protcitancie, or Poperic. Heere then, as 
touching the ſubſtance of the matter delivered in all my 
bookes , you might have ſpared your labour : for you have 
therein tould no newes, nor ary morc, then my ſelſc had 
before, affirmed , confeſſed , and acknowledge). But: you 
proceede, and ſay , that although you for your part, have 
an{wctced but oncly to two Chapters of that my firft booke 
(rhe force of which your anſwer, I have alſo overthrowne 
in my K eply ) that the whole booke is neverthelelſe anſwe- 
red, and compleatly finiſhed, and cxtantany time theſe two 
yearcs and ahalfe paſt, and yet not divulged, for want ef 
meanes , and opportunitic for the impreſzion - And,for that 
cauſe, doc you defirc of mee, that I wouli bee a meane rs 
precurc 1t to bee Printed , by the Proteſtant Preſſe here in 
Dublin, Avyeric bold , unbeſeeming , and range requeſt,to 
be demaunded, eſpecially at my hands. But if it be(as you 
fay its) fully anſwered , and comapleatly finiſhed, ſfolong 
fince , why is not printed all this while? For whereas you 
[ogy want of meancs , and opportunitic for the impreſ- 
1en : ]t1s well knowne, that the Papiſts ( as ſundrie other 
their workes printed, ſutficiently declare ) doe if they lift, 
want neyther meanes nor opportunitic for the umpreſzion? 
And] have tould you heretofore , that if your workes, and 
bookes bee ſo excellent , and [23 worthy the printing, as you 
make ſhew f.r, you might ger them 'to bee Printed, eyther 
at PeWzy, Or at Rhemes, or at ſome other place beyond the 
Seas. An4 therefore it was altogether 1dlc for you, to give 
meth15cleGion, eyther co receive it in a Manuſcripe , or to 
procure the printing of it: for it is ncedlefle to receive it in 
a Man{cript, when it may be Printed: And for the prneng 
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ef ir, not I, but your ſelfe muſt procure it, if you will have 
iedone. So that as touching that cheyce or offer, you make 
ce, 1 hold my ſelfe free, and not neceſſarily tyed or bound, 
to doe eyther the ene, or the other, Yea the very name of a 
Proteftant Prefle {if there were no more)might have beene 
ſuflicicar to tell you, thatit were utterly unmeere, for Po- 

iſh workes to come into1t, eſpecially thoſe that bee pur- 

olcly,an1 dircaly made,and'contrived, agataft ſuch clcere, 
high. and unportant peints, as bee alſo by law eſtabliſhed. 
Now then to come to my {ccond requeſt : ] truſt, you l1ke- 
wiſe finde nothing 1n1t, unrealonable: for T therein defired 
no more of the an{werer,but to anſwer, not ſuperficially,or 
ſophiſtically, but ſubttantially, ſoundly, and ſattsfaRorily,tt 
he could : ſo that it he could not make ſuch an anſwer, is; 
might have ſaid fo, and ſo have becne excuſed. But you are 
loth to d1{able your felfe, and therefore as touching the an. 
ſwer yon wade to the two Chapters of that my firlt booke, 
you ſay, tiiat lam not to judge, whether it be ſubſtantuall, 
found , and ſatisfaftory, but that theequall,and indiftercne 
Readcr,is to judge of 1t: which I am well contented, hee 
ſhould doe, by conterring my Reply, with that your an- 
anſwer. And tiierefore I proccede to my third requeſt: which 
conlifteth of twe partes : { tor I make not foure requeſts, 
or foure conditions, as you ſurnuſe: ) The firſt part of that 
my third :equeſt, was this, that I would have him , whoſo. 
evcr wasto bethean{werer, to anſwer in leve, and charnie, 
and with an affeQtion onely to follow Gods truth. Thus far 
T am ſure, you cannot dente 1t to bee areaſonable requeRt. 
And as touching the other part cf it, whercby I defired him 
that would an{iwer, to put his name to his anſwer,as I had 
doneto that bookeof mine : although this beit,you chiefly 
except againſt : yet even th1s part of 1t alſo , was not un- 
reaſonable; and theretare did j juſtly reprove you, for thay 
in lead of your right name, you gave your ſelfe the wreng, 
falſe, & councerferte name «it 7obn at Stile. But yet,un your 
R et»y.:der , you, herein, fecke to excuſe & defend your felfe; 
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by the example of Abram, who comming into Fherarhs 
. @cv.1 2. 11, Court in Egipe, called Sarai his wife, by thename of his $1- 
Ws. 1 3. Oe. ſter : and you adde further,and ſay, that Matthew Sutcliffe,a 
—— *®*-* Proteſtant writer, did put for his name unto his worke.O.E. 
Firſt concerning Abram, theugh hee werean holy man, 
yet hee had his faults and imperfefions, amongſt which 
this 15 reckoficd for one, which you here alleage: And can 
then that which was a fault in him, make yours to bee no 
fault? Butyct inall that , hecneyther changed his name, 
nor his wifes aame , intoa falſe, and counterfeite name, as 
you did. For hec ſtill calle.| himſcife Abram, and his wife 
Sari, without any alteration, or change ef thoſe their pro- 
per names. And as touching De#or Sutcliffe, the reaſon why 
ce put for his name thoſe two letters O. E. was, becauſe 
the man, whom hee anſwered, had likewiſc for his name, 
ſubſcribed certaige letters : but , the caſe berweene you and 
mee is not like. For I ſubſcribed my name truely, and as it 
was, and thereferc ſo ſhould you alſo have done. Howbeit, 
at the firſt, you excuſed your ſclfe herein, by reaſon cf the 
Statute of 2. liz. which doth (ſay you,in your firft anſwer) 
binde mens{tongues , and pennes within this kingdeme, 
with the cord of a Premwnire , from oppugning the Supre- 
macic, cyther by word or writing. Vpon which anſwer of 
Four, it 15truc, I did, and who could otherwiſe ſuppoſe, 
mt that you then thought ( whatſoever you {ay now )thae 
the penaltic for that your firft offence againft that Statute, 
1n eppegning the Kings Supremacie, was a Fremuyire: For 
to what cnd elſe doe you ſo ſpectaily mention, tnat to bee 
the penaltic, if you had not thought ſo 7 I 41d not there- 
fore wrong you(as you now allcage in your Refeynder) when 
See the Stu. I taxed you being a Lawyer, with 1gnorance 1 yeur owne 
$ute it [elf ,of profeſsion, concerning that Statute. For that Statute doth 
3.Fliz.cap.n Nt (as you then ſuppoſcd ) for any mans firſt offence, in- 
made in Ire- fitrhepenalticof a Premwnire , but ( as ] then Itkewiſe 
Lad. tould you ) the leflc of goods and chattels: after once con- 
yiftion and attainder, 1t is indecde for the ſccond offence 
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To apopiſh A, Yerſary. I 
a Premunire: & after twice conviction, & attainder,it is for the 
third offence, high treaſon. Did you then account it, a wronz 
done unto you,that I ſuppoſed thus to be your firit oftence, a- 
oainſt that {tatutc*Or would you have had meto think(which 
was more then I kneiy at that time & more then yer] know). 
that you had bin once before convited, & attalatcd of char ot= 
fence, & that this was your ſecond offence 1n that kinde ? For, 
unleſſc this were thus your ſecond offence, you n:edcd not to 
have fearcd,or mentioned a Premunire,to have becne your pe= 
nal:1e in the caſe;you might aſwell, &as wilely have n.anicd,oe 
mentioned the penaltic, to have becne migh treaſon; im atiuuch 
as for the third offence, that Statute aiſo inaketh ic to be l:1gh 
treaſon, aſwell as 1t maketh it, for the (econd cftcnce, to bee 
a Premunire.

yer {o abſurd, or ſencelefle to lay er thinke it. Yea you might 
have obſervcd, that I there ſhewed and expreilcly athrmed 
the cleane contrarie,namely,that the penaltic eyen tor the firſt 
offence againſt that Statute ( whether with his name ſubſcri.

any Law, or Statute amongit us, to bee executed upon them. 
Yea, what if 1t were your {clfe, that were the Anſwerer of it, 
(as you tooke upon you to be the Anlwerer of two Chapters 
nit ) had it beene unreaſonable to have demaunded of you, 
to put yourname to the Anſwer,in reſpe&t of any feare of pe- 
nalcie, ordanger, upon that Statute, or of any other Statute, 
whatſoever © For what penaltic or danger upen any Statute\, 
ſhould you feare, who 1n your firſt Anſwer, in the Epiſtle to 
your Countrey-men, write{o confidently in this your ſuppe- 
ſed Catholicke cauſe, as if you feared no manner of danger at 
all, bur would willingly undergocall difafters 1n the world fer 
atteſtation and defenceof ic? ButT am now glad te ſee, that 
you have ſome feare in you : For, indeede,teare 1n everie man, 
and not forwardneſſeor boldneſle in any , beſt becommeth 
yours ſo bad} a cauſe. But yet further, what reaſon have you 
noW, in your Reioynder , to except againſt any of theſe three 
conditions , or three requeſts, or againit any part of any of 
them, as unreaſonable, which in your firſt Aniwer, you tooke 
no exception againſt! Yea which you then ſcemed well to ap- 
prove and allow well of, ſaying. concerning the ſame my 
whole firſt Booke, that , /r ſhoxld ſhortly be anſwered in my owne 
ſtraine of Divinitie with the th, ce conditions required by we, Y ca, 
laſtly 1t you would nceds be , (as you were) the Anſwerer to

even you your {clfc did juſtific mee therein, in aſmuch,as you, 
being likewiſe a Lawyer, ( as you then aftirmed, and yer ſtill 
affirme your ſ{elfe to bee,) did nevertheleſſe meddle with theſe 
matters of Divinitie, and concerning religion, aſwell, as I. 
Neyther is it any excuſe, or defence for you to ſay, ( as yow 
doc, ) that I began to commit this fault , and that you doc but 
follow me thercin : For, if you ſaw itto bec a fault in mee, 
you lhould rather have cſchewed 1t , then committed 1t, upon 
any mans example whatſocver. Hethat knoweth an AZ to 
be a finne, and reproyeth,and condemneth another man for it, 
and yet will himſclfe commir it, is not h1s finne and fault, ſo 
much the greater * T herefore art thou inexcuſable, O man,whoſe- 
ever thow arr, ( ſaith S.Panl, ) that condemneſt another : for in that 
thou condemaeſt another i hou condemneſt thy ſclfe, for thou that con-< 
demneft , deſt the ſame things. Yca,you ſay further, that in your 
Anſwer formerly made, you ſignified this to be a fault,a{well 
1n your {clfe, asin mce. Butif youthen thought (o, in vere 
deede, why did you commit it ? Or why eoe you ſtill com- 
mit, and continueit* For ſo your Reioynider declareth : doth 
nor tins then more & more aggravate your offence? And deth 
it not declare you to bee a man of little comſciemce, that dare 
thus wittinzly and willingly, toſinne againſt your owne con» 
ſcience, an: to perfift alſo 1a ir 7 For, if our heart condemne 16, 
(taith S.lobr,) God s greater then our heart,and knowes all things, 
It 1s 14} time therefore for you, to give over writing in thele 
mattcrs of Relivton , 1t 1t be againſt your conſcience,and that 
you verily thnke 1t to be unlawfull for you, ſo to doc. But,as 
for me, ] am not of that minde, neyther hayc you ſhewed,ner 
car you ſhew, any ſufficient or good reafon, to diſſwade mee. 
For, wlzereas you ſuppoſe it to bee unlawful, or unmecte for

Lawyers, or other lay-men , to meddle with the Scriptures, 
and matters concerning Religion , as being a thing out of their 
element, calling, and profcſs1en : Firſt to forbid or denie lay 
pram, the medling with the Scriptures and with Reltgion, 1s 
nowneto bce an old Popifh policie, and a moſt wicked,'and 
eamnable device: by meanes whereof, mens eyes, being in 
times paſt thus blinded,and as it were put out,'t came to paſle, 
that both Pope,and poperic, in thoſe daves ſo mightily pre. 
vayled,as they did,in the world, & yet ſtil] prevayle, amongſt 
to0 too many.For what 1s itelſe but ignorance of Gods word, 
and willin the people that keepeth them ſo taſt fertered and 
chayned both to Pope and poperie. Secondly the untrath of 
this irceligious, and Antichriitian opinion, 15 formerly, and at 
large diſceycred,and manifeſted in my firſt Booke, which 1 ſee 
mot yet anſwered: And yet thirdly , you muſt further know, 
(1f already you know it not ) that a Lawyer, or any other 
lay-man, hath a «eublec calling , or a double proftcſs1on : one 
worldly, which concerneth the things of this life: the other 
15 his @nriſtiam calling, which concerneth, & reſpeReth thiggs 
belonging te a farre better life , namely to alife everlaſting. 
Thas Chriitian calling, S. Pax preveth, deltring men, to walke 
worthy of that calling , whereunto they are celled. Againe, hee 
prayeth for ſome, that God would mak< them worthy of tw's 
caA'ng.S, Peter likewiſe ſpeaketh thus: Tee ore 4 (hvſer gene 'd- 
tien , a royaR Prieſthood, an holy nation , a beofiie [et ar ''ber. ie, that 
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gee (herd ſlew forth che wertnes of bimthat bath cai.ed 104 , oat of 
darkene/ e, inte his meruailons light. And {undric other Texts of 
holviScripturcthere be, to prove,that there isa{ well a Prvine, 
and Chr:itian calling and proteſsion, as there 1s a worte]-,and 
rerrefiriall. Hor what {£ Have not men ſoules toloniero, ite 
weil as bolts” Or,arc men to bee no more but #2tyrii,end 
mere men? Arethey notalloto become Chriv'eil men, and 
' £5 bee regencrated, afiwel] as generates © A nd dot: not? Peter 
tell us. that inen are vepenerared , or bortie anew, tic wy CAP 
ubic,but by incorruptivle ſeede even by the word 5f Gooyu voline hs, 
and erdnveth for ever. And dotiihe not further acnvite {ume +8 
new borne babes, to defire the ffncere milke df the wind that ihe may 
:row thercby, For, men, atter ihiat they LEE ONCE ry arid 
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borne anew, by Gods word,and the pewer of hisſpirit wor- 
king therewithall, are firſt Babes in Chriſt, and afterward by 
degrecs, they growto bee ſtrong wen, and able to digeſt 
ſtrong meates,untill they come, at lait, to bee a perfe&t man, as 
$. Paul ſpcaketh. Yea, doth net Chriſt himſelfc bid men to La- 
bour not for the meate which perifheth, but for that meate which cn- 
aureth unto life everlaſting? And did he not alſo further tell Aſar- 
tha, that ſhee was troubled about many things, but this was 
the znum necefſarium,the one thing that was neceſſarie , winch Ma- 
17 bai choſen, namely the hearing of his wor © Sectng tnen 
that Gods word , ( which is now long ſithence committed to 
writing, and1s in theſacred, and Canonicall Scriptures to bee 
foun), and whereall truth, concerning points ef Duvinitie, 
and Reliz10n 1s to be had,)is ſe neceflarie,as that it 1s the foode, 
meare, and nouriſhment of Chriſtians, to life everlaſting:How 
can it be rightly,and trucly ſa1d,that when they bethus with- 
in their aliment;they bee out of their element * For is not the 
life of the ſoule, to bee preſerved , and maintayned aſwell, or 
rather much more heedefully,then the life of the body © Or 
will any lay, thatihe hfh 1s out of his clement, when hee 
ſwimmechin the water, where he liyeth, and moſt delighterh? 
Yea as the fiſh removes out of his proper clement,dteth with 
in a while after : and as the bodie 9: 15 deſtiture of corporall 
foede to lultaineit, mult needes decay,and die. So the ſoule 
that hat! not this ſpirituall foode of Gods word, to cheriſh, 
and matiitayuc it 1n a ſpirituall life, muſt likewiſe necdes cone 
fume, dccay, and pine away, untillit come in the end,to utter 
rue. You ſce then, that a true Chriitian, ( Who thowgh he +0 
the world, yet 1s not of the World, but hath bis cFettien jot iu 
$hings ihat are above, no; on thiugs which are on cath, )'s (o f.rre 
trom being out of his clement, as that, contrarywaſe, hee 13 
within tus righrt,ond true elewen:, in reſpe& of Is ſcnle, and 
thetiings belonging to a better world, and keeperh himſelfe 
within the compaſſe, & bounds of that his divine, & Chriſtian 
calling, folong , as hee humbly and reverently , heareth,rea- 
deti1, {carcheth tlic word of Goi,delighreth in icmuſeth an: 
meatatert moni, talketh of it,and thereourt learneth truths 
a0 rae 1 cl15t0N, and propoundeth tacm allo unto others, for 
riewr

their benefite and infirudtien, aſwell as of himaſclfe, Yea, alt 
duties of a Chriſtian, a Lawyer, er other lay-man, may and 
ought to doc, and performe, as hee isable, and as occaſion 
requireth : ſo that hee doe them diſcretely , and with due re- 
ſpe@tto all manner of perſons, and ſo long as withali , hee in« 
erudeth not into thoſe Juties, that bee proper, and peculiar to 
the office, aud fenRion of the Ecclelialticall Minitters, As 
for that your other reaſon, wherey you would Gill wade me, 
becauſe theſe are points of great ditficultic,& lurpaſle a Law- 
yersabilitic, (as you ſpeakc: ) alchough [ arrogate nothing to 
my {ſclfe,yet why ſhould you ſay,thar it ſurpaſſceh a Lawycrs 
abilitic, to deale in theſe things, when as you yourle!fe, being 
a Lawyer, doc neverthelcfle 1ntermedle in them © Or why 
ſheuld it ſurpafſc or cxcecde a Lawyers talent, or a Lawyers 
abilitie, in mce , more then in you? Inceedc, if a man beno. 
thing clſe, but a mecre Lawyer , in reſpe&t of that his meere 
worldly calling, he1s not fitte to deale 1n matters concerning 
God, and his religion ; But if hee bee a Chriſtian Lawyer,cxe 
erciſed in the Booke of God,and well grounded 1n the pornts 
of kisfaith and religion, ( asall Lawycrs, and other lay-men 
ought to be, ) then in reſpe& of chat his divine and Chriſtian 
calling, hee may meddle with points of Divinitie and Chri= 
ſttanirie, Eatenxs, Quatenns, ſo farre furth as1s before ſhewed, 
and as is in my firlt Booke inece at large decl-:red. And yet 
there 1s alſo a more ſpcciall reafon, why | thould bec permit- 
ted to 1ntermeddie herein, becauſe being not onely a Lawyer, 
but a Iudge alſo in the Com:mon-weale, 1t well becommeth 
mee, and 15 my dutic, ( as I conceive it, ) forthat realen, ( fo 
much as in me lycth, ) to ſeexc to havethe Lawes,and Statutes 
of the Realme cſpecia ly 1atheſe mott 1h, and moſtimpor- 
tant ponts , aſwell as in other, that bee infer1cur points unto 
them, to be obſcryed of 411 his Majettics Suvjettes within this 
kingdome.

'I he {piricuall Supre- 
macie , or ſpirituall Menarchye, ( which indeede, rightly,ang 
properly belongechunto CyRIiSTIESvVs, ) youattri- 
bute unto the Pope of R ome. But, by what right 2 Namely, as 
being his Deputie ; Vicar , or Atterney, ( as you call him.) 
But can you thew any letter of Attorney, or any Letters Pa- 
tents, Commilſ$ton , or Warrant frem him , or from his word, 
to provethe ſame © You have ſought long, but could never yet 
finde or ſhew, any ſuch warrant. al:hough you have preten» 
ded divers, which prove no ſach matter.

that behalfe. And hercin Trefuſe net the judgement, of any 
equall , and judicious perſon whoſeeyer. Howbeit, in that 
your Reioywer , to prove the Popes ſupremacic, you cite one 
Text of Scripture, namely , Dext. 17. The wordes whereof, 
becauſe you doc not fully ſet them downe, I will here recite, 
that the Reader may the better perceive, how well, or ill, chey 
ficte your purpoſe : the wordes F theſe. If there ariſe a maiter 
to hard for thee, in judgement, betweene bloud, and bloud betWeeng 
þ'e4,and plea, and betweene ſtroke, and ſiroke,being matter of contre. 
verſie within thy Gates, then ſhalt thou ariſe.and get unto the place, 
which the Lord thy God ſhall chooſe. And thou ſhalt come wnts tbe 
Priefts, Levites, and unto the Indze. that ſhall be in thoſe dayer,and 
enquire; and they (ball ſhew thee the ſentemce of juigement,and thou 


ſhalt doe according to the ſentence, which they of that place ,( which 


the Lord ſhill chooſe )ſhall ſhew thee: according t o the ſenten. e of the 
IaW,which they ſhiK teach thee,thou ſhalt doe : T hou ſhalt not de- 
«line from the jentence which they ſhall ſheW thre,to the right hand, 
ner to the left. And the man that Will ave preſumptueuſly , and wil 
net hearken unto the Prieit, that ſtandeth to miniſter there before the 
Lord thy Ged,or unts the Judge, ever that man ſhall die : and this 
ſhalt put «Way the evil from 1 ſrael, and the peopie ſhall heare , and 


feare, and dec wo more preſumptucuſly. Here , for the honour of 


the Priett, you lay,that hee is in this caſe to bee obeyed, upon 
pcnaltic of. death : and why doe you not ſ{ty afmuch for the 
kenour of the Iudgc, that is, of the civill Magiſtrate? For rhe 
vordes of the Text doeſhew, that diſobedience aſweil to the 
one, as to the other , was puniſhable. with dcath. But you will 
lay peradycnture as the Icſuites did,rhat the Latin tranſlation, 
callcd S. [eromes, was, 10 times paſt, Fx decreto Tudicu morietur 
hems ike, By the decree of the Indge ſhall that max die,thatobeycth 
not the Prieſt. To whom that revercnd, ard learned Biſhop 
Detter Bilſon, anſ{wereth, that it was a corrupt tranflation,and 
thac che vyeric {amc tranſlation, not long fitherice, was not, Ex 
decreto.Iudicu,but, 7 decrete Indices : hee that obeyeta not the 
cemmanndement of the Pricſt , and the decree of tne Judge, 
thatmen fhail dic. This was, (ſaith ke, )the text of the Bible,

which you call S. Jeromes , not much more then two hundred 
yeares fince, when Nicholaw de Lyra,& your ordinaric Glofle, 
did comment upon it : and {o they read te this day,as alſo ma- 
ay written coppics, which I have ſeene,(faith hee.) And there- 
fore itis no {mall blemiſh to the Papilts, that, in former times, 
they had alſo thus corrupted, even that which they call S. /c- 

romes tranſlation. Hce further ſheweth, that the origitnall He. 
brew,and the Greeke tranflation of the Septuaginrs , beealſo di- 
realy againſt that their them corrupted tranflation , in this 

point. And fodid S, Cypriax allo repeate this Text. Et homo 

qnicanque fecerit in ſuperbia, ut non exaudiat ſacerdetem, art Indie 

cem,quicungque fuerit in diepus ill morietur Lome ille : Et omnis popu- 
Ins, tuwe 4audierit timebit. And the man wheſocver ſhall in pride, wot 
heare the Prieft,or the Indge, which (þall be in theſe dayes, that mar 
ſhall die, and the people, when they ſhall heare of it, ſhall feare. Firſt 
then, ebcdience, 15 þy the wordes of this text, commaunded, 
aſwell toward the Judge, that 1s to ſay, the ctvill Magiſtrate, 
as toward the Prieſt, For you ſee, the Prieft, and the ludee, 

therein, to bee not all one, but direly diltinguithed , yea, by 

Judges, as by the chcfe rulers, was Iſracl ſometunes governed, 
an that for ſundrie yeares,untill kings were appointed,as the 
Booke of Judges, it lelfe declarcth. And when Kings were 

appointed,both Prieſts,and ludges were ſubjett to the Kings, 

as the Bookes of Samuel, of the Kinzs, and of the Chrozicles, 

doeſhewy; And for an evident proofc hereof, you may take the 

example, of that godly, and religious King , lehofhaphat , 
among\t the reſt. For hee not encly ſet Tudees in the land, 
threughout all the fences! Cities of Judah, Citic by Citic,but 
hee ſaid likewiſc to theſe Tudges, Take hrede what yee doe, for 

yee judge not for man, but for the Lord,who w with you inthe judge- 
ment : wherefore now let the feare of the Lord bee upon you , take 

beede, and doe it: For there is no iniquitie with the Lord our Ged,nov 

reſet of perſons, nor t«hing of gifts. Adoreover , in Jeruſalem, did 

Ieheſhaphat ſet of the Lemites,and of the Prieſts,ana of the chiefs of 

the Fathers of iſrael, for theiudgement of the Lord, and for contro- 

verſie:,1-hen they returned to Jeruſalem: and he charged thein,ſayng: 
T ks ſh: you doe inthe feare of the Lord, faithfully, and with a 

perfeit heart. And what canſe ſorver ſhill come #6) you , of your

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brethren , that dwell inthe Cities b:tweene blond «nd bloud,betweens 
Lay and Commanndement,Statuirs and Iudgements, yee ſhall warns 
them, that they treſpaſſe not a; ainit the Lord, and |» wrath come 
pon you,and ujou your brethren : thu due,and yee ſh.ll net treſpaſſe. 
And, bebold, Amariah, the Prieft , ſhalbe the chiefe over you , in al 
matters of the Lord : and Zebadiah, the ſonne of iſhmael, aruler of 
the houſe of Judah ,for allthe Kings matters : and the Levites ſball 
be Officers before you. Deale courngiouſly, and the Lord ſhall be with 
the good, Where you ſee, that inthe time of the Kings, the 
Judges , andthe Prielts alſo, were {ubjett to the King, and at 
his or.{ering, and appointment : For all theſe, both tudges, 
Priefts, and Levites , aid King lehsſaphat thus conſtiturc, and

Butyert herethird- aa 
ly, obſerve, that this Text of Deut. 1 7. (which you citc,)con- | 
ecrneth onely the Iewiſh policte, or Common-wealth 'of the 
Iewes, as being a part of the udiciall law, proper to that na- 
tion, and which is now abrogated , and aboliſhed. For to de- 
termine thoſe harder, and difficulter queiiions, and litigious 
caſcs,concerning bloud,and the ocher things there mentioned, 
the parcie grieved 1s required to reſort to the Leviticall Prieſts, Deu.1

And therefore alſo , will not this text of Des. r 7. any way 
ſerve your turne, nor helpe to maintayne your Popes fo long 
vainely fancicd Supremacie. 

5. But I proccede, proſecuting matters, not confuſedly, as 
you doe, but forthe moſt part, in that ſort, and order,asthey 
be layed downe in my Reply , that ſo the Reader alſo may the 
better and the more eaſily perceive, both what you have An- 
{wered in this your Reioynder , and what , *and how much you 
have left unanſwered, as alſo how good , or bad your Anſwers 
bee, In my Reply therefore,pag.1. I ſaid, that S. Chryſoſteme, 
(diſtinguiſhing thoſe two othices, (viz.) the Regall,and Sacer-

Hereunto you Anſwer,that S. Chryſe/ſtome meant one= 
ly, that the King with his ſeafible weapons, ( of impriſon- 
ment, bantihment , pecuniaric mulas, temporall death , and 
other penaltics, ) ſhould force, (when other meancs faylce,) 
the rebellious childrenof the Church, to performe their dutie 
unto their Prince, & Prelate & not, thatthe Prince hath any 
power over the Paſtor, unto whom , (ſay yov,) by the ord1- 
nance ef God, hee is ſubjected ; and thus you make the King, 
to have power onely ever ſuch, as you here call the childrem 
of the Church , but not evcr Biſhops, Paſtors , and other Kc- 
cleſ1aſticall Miniſters: and of this opinien you would drawe 

_ S. Chryſoftome to bee, againſt his owne good will, and liking. 
But although by his words precedent, and fublequent,( which 
you ſo much ſpeake of, ) it appearcth that Kings and Princes 
arc to bee ſubject ,' to Biſhops and Paſtors, in reſpec of the 
due adminiſtration of thoſe their ſacred offices, tun&ions,and 
miniſtertes, committed to them from God : yet in reſpe& of 
themſclves, and of their ewne Perſons, hce held them veric 
clearely , to bec not lupertour, but ſubjeR, to Kings, and Prin- 
ces.

theſe called upon the Lord,end he heard them, Howbeit , to this 
alſo I have anſwered before 1n my Reply,pag, 2 3.24. Firſt,that 
the being ef Moſes, & Aaron, with, or among the Prieſts, is no 
proofe, that therefore they were Priefts : It 1s true, that Agron 
was a Prieſt, but that is proved by other clecre places of Scrip- 
ture, and not neccſlarily deduced out of this : becauſe *a man 
may be among Prietts,& yet beno Prieſt.

And he ſaith further , that S. Hierome likewiſe ,( :by.1.in 
Tovinianum, ) oftendit Samuelem non fuiſſe Sccerdotem, ſhewed that 
Samuel was nc a Prieſt. 

As for thoſe twe Chapters of Exodus , 28. and 29. cited by 
Bellarmine,whercby he will prove Moſes, to be trucly, and pro» 
perly,a Prieſt. If you reade thoſe Chapters, you ſhall inde no 
ſuch matter, but rather the contrary, namely , that not Moſes, 
but Aaron and his ſonnes, were the Prieſts. For God ſaith there, 
to Moſes : Take Aaron thy Brother and his Sonnes with him, from 
amongſt the ckildren of Iſrael, that he may minifter untome in the 
Prieſts Office,cven Aaron, Nadeb,and Abibu, Eleazar, and Ithawar, 
Aarons ſonnes, It is true,thzr, there, you may readethat Moſes 
made holy Garments,and offered certaine Sacrifices.But obſerve 
withall , that all this was done by Gods owne exprefle and 
ſpeciall commaundement. and to no other end,burt th15,viz, for 
the conleruating of Aaron and þ's Sernes , to the Prieſthood, So 
that by thoſe two Chapters,it further appeareth,that not Me- 
ſes but Aron onely and his Sornes, were the Priefts : But as the 
leſuites,in time paſt, would have proved Samnzel, to be a Pricſt,

1t,(as Bilhops, Paftors,and DoRors doe,) yetby way of ſpeciall 
commullion to keepe it, to citablith it by Authority, to com- 


' maund obedience to it, to puniſh the Violaters of 1c, and to en- 


courage countenance, proteft, and defend the Prefcfiers , and 
Practiſers 5f it, Fer 1t1s certain, that all that Pſalme, whence 
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Chriſt tooke thoſe words,is wholy,and entirely underftood, of 
Kings,Princes,and ſuch like Civill Magiſtrates, & not ef Priefts, 
Biſhops, orother Eccleſtafticall Minutters], as amy man may 
_ perceave;that will reade that Plalme. Secing then, this word, 
Elohim,is given to Meſes,and that comparatively, and in reſpeR 
of Aaron the Prieſt, it muſt be grauntec!,that Moſes was a Ciyil 
Magiſtrate, and as a King, or Prince, in reſpe&t of hina, and 0- 
thers, But neither Prieſt, nor high Prieſt, as you ſurmiſe. And 
as for that Text before mentioned of Plalm. 99. ver{6, how 
much ſoeyer you and others, {tand vpon 1t, yetgive melcave 
here once more to tell you, that being well conſidered, you 
may,in your owne iudgment, cafily perceave,that you can en- 
force nothing thereour, to prove Moſes tobe a Priclt, preperly 
fo called, although A aron was: for,the purpoſe, and intention, 
of thoſe words, is no more but this , to fhew, that not onely 
Moſes a Civill Magiſtrate , but Aaronalſoa Chicfe Prieſt, a- 
mong{&the other Pricits , and Samwel likewiſe a Prophet a- 
mongft others, that called upon thename of the Lord, were 
all heard of hin, when they prayed.

Kings and Princes: But this derogateth nothing from tat Au- 
thority, which Kings and Princes have and beare, witing their 
o'vnedominions, Yea, how 1mpertinent , weake, ans _ 
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this your anſwere is, you might have perceived before,by my 
Reply pag. 9: 1 0. if you had ſopleafed.. Touching King Ioſudh, 
I fawl in-my Reply, p4g:6. 7. That he commaunued the high 
Prieſt, aſwell as the other Priefts,and dealt alſo in matters Ec- 
clefiafticall, and concerning Gods ſervice, andreligion: And 
amongſt other Text of Scripture, for proofe thereof, ] alled- 
vcd _— Text of 2,King 2 3.

10.11 
the Priefts , and of the Chiefe of the families of 1ſracl, for the indy - L 
ment and cauje of the Lord, c.( which words werelufficient, to 
prove my purpoſe there, namely , the Kings Authority over 
Prieſts, and Levites, and in cauſes alſo Ecclefiaſticall, ) you to 
Mew your great learning,and tudgment,in this point,doe taxe 
me for omitting , ornot rehearſing of ſome ſubſequent words, 
in the which yerſe of that Chapter, which when they be vete- 
red,and rehearſed,doe,indeede make more againſt you,then for 
you: tr, the words be theſe.

I 5. by mee alledged,tor procfe thereof, you an{wer mot. One- 
ly to that Texvof x. King.2. 27.35. where Solomon depoſed 
Abiathar,the high Pricft,and pur Sadecke in his place, you an= 
{wer and graunt1t tobetruc,that hee did fo: Bur thislay yon, 
hee did, as being a Prophet, and net asa King. This anſwer of 
yours, I before confuted,and tooke a way in my Reply,pag.20. 
2 1. Whetherl againcreferre you : becauſe that ſtangeth (hill in 
tall force againtt you, you having ſaid nothuig againft it, in 
your Reioyrder, But now I adde further unto it, that it doth 
morcover appcare, eyen by the wordes of the Text it {clſc, 
that Solomon did notdoe this, as a Prophet, but as a King; be« 
cauſe hee therein did no more, but execute that, which a Pre- 
phect, or man of God, had before ſpoken trom God , concer= 
ning ce houſe of Ely:For ſo the words of the Text doe ſhew, 
that, Solomon caſt out Abiathar, from being Prieſt unto the Lord:

the one King, an\|ray{ed up theother. As for Ela,and Eiſhe, 2. Ring. 9.1 
and other Prophets, they were but the publiſhers and decla- 2.3,Ce. 
rers of Gods will and pleaſure, in all ſuch caſes, and not the 
depoſers of any Kings. Touching that you fay of Queene 
Athalia, there was good reaſon for her to bee depoſec : For 
ſhee was a meere uſurper , and Toas was the true, and righttull 
heyre. For, Behold (ſaith the T ext,) the Kings /onue muſt raigne, Chr.23.3 
as the Lord hath ſaid of the ſonnes of David. Neyther was 1t Je- 
ho'da , the Pricit alone, but the reft of the rulers, and people 
alſo, that accorltng to their duties both to Goll and the King, 
by an unanimous conſent,depoſed that wicked v{urper Ftha- 
Ls, and put Jexs inthe kingdome, to whom the right of it ap- 
pertayned. For the words of the Text are.T hen they b ox2ht 4 Chroy, » 3. 
out the Kings ſoune, and put pol bim the Crowne, and gave vimthe \ x 
teſtinonie,ani mad. bim Kin :4:d Jeboida,ans by ſoincs,anmoynted 
bim,cnd ſaid Cod ſave th?

Forit hereby you would proove it lawfull for the Bifhop of 
Rome,to eepolc Kings, you {ce that the former.precedents,and 
examples of thoſe Prophets, and Prieſts, which you produce, 
doe warrant no ſach matter; admitting that the Biſhop. of 
Rome were the chiete or high Pricft in the Chriitian Church, 
which hee is not as I have now,and often ſaid, and ſhewed be- 
fore.

But if I wiilneedes 
ſtil urge , that Selomon,as a King «1d depole Abiatbar the high 
Pricſt,and put Z:decke in his place : It may bce anſwered, ({ay 
you, ) that this at of Solomons was error fatH, and conſequent- 
ly not warrantable de Ire. It ſeemeth by this your manner of 
anſwering, that you care not inuch what you amſiver,{o that 
you make any anſwer at all, bee it never ſo grefle, abſurde, or 
unſound. For fit, this your diilinttion,of, defa#o,and de lure, 
in thts, and the like caſes, I have refelled, and confuted, beforc 
in my Keply, pas. 1 3. & pag. 86. & 87. But, ſecondly, when 
the Text it lelte, ſpeaketh of this fa&t of King Sulomes , by 
way of approbation of 1t , doth it become you , or any man 
elſe, to ſay, or ſuppole, that it was,error f«(4,im him © Or that 
It was an Act notlawfull for him ſo to doe?

Now then, can that be ſaid to bee erromouſly 
YT unlawtully done, which God lunfelfe well ized , and allo- 
wed, and would haye to bee done, for the perfarmance, 2d 
fulfilling of his owne wordes * Yea, conſider yet further,ch:t 
the Kings of iſrael, and Iudih, had power, and amthori:ic over 
the Prieſts, not oneiy to depoſe then, but alſo, to pu. tem to 
H dcatn. 
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death, And this you may ſee in King Saul, who put to death 
divers Priefts and in King Teahalſo,who put to roo Zacha. 
riah, the ſore of Tehoida the Prieft : How juſtly, or unjuftly, 
woithily er unworthily , theſe Prieſts were put to death, 1 
here diſpute nor : but I mention theſe examples, to ſhew rhe 
power & authorite that the Kings had in thoſe times, name. 
ly eyen to put Prieſts to death, aſwell as Iay-perſons, upon juſt 
cauſe, andif they did offend fo farre, as to deſerye 1t.

Bur 
doth net the ſame Epiftle to the Hebrews , (which you cite, ) 
tell you, wherein that Alteration and change conſiiteth , na- 
mely, rhat it is, inreſpe& of the Leviticall Prieſthood, under 
the ould Law, or underthe ould Teſtament : which 1s now 
changed into the Prieſthood of Chriſt under the xew Law, or 
under the new Teftament ? why then will you ftretch , and 
extcnd 1t any further © yea, neither doth that Epiſtle, nor any 
other ſacred , or canonicall Scripture , teftific an Alteration or 
change, in this Point, oras touching this Particular whereof, 
we now ſpeake, but the cleane contrary : videlicet : that aſwell 
under thenew Teftament, as under the ould, Kings, and Prin- 
ccs are to havca ſupremacy,over all Biſhops, Paitors, and other 
Eccleſiaſticall Miniſters,and an Authority alſo in cauſes Eccle- 
flaſticall , aſwell, as civill and temporall, within their domt- 
nions. Thefurſt part ofthis Aﬀertion, 1s manifeſt, by that Text 
1n the new Teſtament, which] have ſo often recited, and where 
S. Paul faith cxpreſlcly thus: Let every foxle be ſubiett te the higher 

Powers: yea, Though you be an Apoille,the:1gh an Evangeliſt tho'gis 
a'Prophet,or whoſoever you be, ſaith S.Ch1/ſteme But what (hall 
I n:ede to prove this fo cleere a Point, ſo many times.and {0 
ofren?For bothiin my ſirſt Booke, Cap.1. p4g.1.2.3.0c. and in

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my Reply,chap. 1 Pas 39-49,41.&c, and pag.51.52.53.54- 
Sc. this pointe 1sfully, and abundantly proved. Yca the 31- 
ſheps of Rome themſelves, in former an ancient times, for the 
{pace of divers hundterh yeares after Chriſt, did acknowledce 
x15 SubicCtion, to thele higher powers , naraely to their £m- 
perers: asI haycdemonſtratively ſhewed by the examples of 
Miiciaaes, Leo, and Gregorie thegreat, mentioned in niy ftrit 
Booke,pag.2 3.24-25.36.And by An«/laſius the ſecond, Felz. 
£im theft, Agatho, Hadrian, and Lees the fourth, menittonc:! 
in my Reply chap 1 pag.11-12.1 3,19. Teall which;;though 
particularly alledzed by me , you accoreing to your wonted 
wile maner,thougitit beſt re anſwere nothing, Yea,boti the 
parts of this Afertion,namely,that Emperors, Kings,and Prin= 
ces ander the new Tettament, have Authority, not onely oycr 
Perſons Eccleltaſticall , butin cauſcs alſo Ecclefiafticall , I have 
fo ſathciently proved throughout the firſt Chapter of my firit

Againe,in that Epiſtle, he deſired this John the Biſhop of 
Rome, to'write hisletters to him,and to the Biſhop of that his 
royall Cite of Conflantinople, whom hee there calleth brother 
to the Biſhop of Rome,(and not his ſervant,or ſubje&t:)Where- 
upon, the Gloſle it lelte, maketh this ebſervarion , and faith 
thus ; Hic exam parificat : Here the Emperoar equalleth te B'ſhep if 
Conſtantinople, ts the Biſhop of Rome, And,indeede,the ftirtt Ge- 
nerall Councecll of Conſtantineple, cenfiſting of i 50.

I alledged further, in my Reply, pas. 1 5.16. 17. 18. many 
and ſundry Chapters, & Lawes,made by the Emperour,C barley 
the great, ,otherwiſe called Charlemaine, concerning men, and 


matrers Ecclefiaſticall,the Particulars whereof, you way there 


ſee; which becauſe you knew not how to anſwere , you paſle 


- themover with this (xying, that they are not worth the an- 
ſwering : why ſo? 1n regard, (fay you, ) there is the**+hy no 
more di[covered, then by thoſe before mentioned of !n#iniar, 
And is not that nough ,if it wereno more but ſo 7 and yet ts 
there more diſcovered in the one,then in the other. Howbeit, 
the Lawes of thuſe ewo Emperors, ( vizt, )both of Is/tinian & 
Cb:rlemaine,l alledged not to any ſuch end,as you ſtil}, & eyer- 
more,untruly ſuppoſe, (vizt,) thereby toproyethe Spiritu;ll 
Supremacy, to belong to Emperou:s, ,or Kings, (for the ſpirt- 
tall Monarchy and Supremacy, attribute; ( as I ſ:1d before, ) 
neither ts Emperor, nor King,nor to Pope,nor Prelate,bur to 

Chriſt Teſus enely , the ſole Monarch, and head, of his whole 
Church, ) but to this end, And purpoſeonely, namely te prove, 
that Emperours, and Kings, had in theſe former, and auncient 
tines, Authority oyer Perſons Ecclchaſticall & 1n cauſes alſo 
Eccleſatticall : which becauſe you netther doe,nor can deny, 

what d-1e you elſc but graunt them : & conſequently,you here 
zraunt once againe, the thing that 1s'1n queſtion , as a matter 
clecre,and yadcnyable: and therefore what needeT to difpute 
or debate this matter ( any longer ) with you © But here, (if T 
doe not miſtake you, ) you ſecme much to reftraine the Power 
and Authority,of Emperers,and Kings, as though they mighr 
not. make any new, Lawes, or Conſtitutions, but onely ſtreng- 

tzen,conarme, and put in execution, the olde,and former Ec

tersand Conftitutions. And did not Conſtantine that firſt fa- 
mous Chrifttan Emperour alſo make many new Lawes, and 
new Conftitutions, concerning Ecclefaſticall peiſons,and Ec 
elcſ1atticall matters, which were not mate before | 1s dayes? 
You may allo remember, that S. Auguſtine ſaith : Serviunt Re- 
ges Chriſto leges ferends pro Chriſte : Kings ſerve Chriſt by making 
lawer for Chrift. And therefore they way, as occaſion requ1« 
reth,aſwell make new lawes for Chriſt, as commaund thoſe, 
that were formerly made for him, to bee put in executien. But 
if you meanc,that you would have Emperours , and Kings, to 
make no lawes, nor cauſe any to bee pur in execution, concer- 
ningthe Church, but ſuch as will well ftand with the Lawes 
of God , his trath,Religion, and Ordinances, you therein ſay 
the ſame thing that Preteftants doe.Fer they ſay with S. Paul, 
that they may ave nothing againſt the truth, but for the truth. And, 
that the power, & authoritic of Emperours, Kings, and Prin- 
ces, ( if it be rightly uſed, and not abuſed, ) is for God, and 
not againſt God, and for Chriſt, his Church, and Rel1gton,and 
not ter Antichriſt, or any untrauths, hereſfies, or errors whatſo- 
cver. Or if your meaning bee, that you would have Empe- 
'rours , Kings , and Princes, in their waking of lawes, concer- 
ning God, his Church,& Religion, to take the adviſe, direfti- 
on, & counſell,of godly, learned, & Orthedoxec Biſhops, and 
teachers, this 1s, allo not denied, but graunted unto you : But 
then mult you graunt on the other fide , thatif they bee not 
Orthodoxc Biſhops, ard true teachers, but falſe teachers, or if 
they be ſuch as deltyer errors, in; ſtead of truths : ſuch mens 
erroneous countailes, dire&tions, and adviſes, arc not to be fol- 
lowed, but to bee rejectes, as T have ſhewed more fully in my

For, whereas you ſay that the Proteſtant SubjeRs, doc take 
from the King, the Temperall ſupremacic,aſwell as the Spiri- 
euall, it1s too lewd , and loud a flaunder.

But 
what m-ane you thus to abuſe your Reader © For fir(t there is 
no ſuch thinzan that place of 7 beodoret, that doth prove this  ® 
ſccon.! Gencrail Councell , ts have beene any more called by T heoder lib. 5 
Bamaſ1 ,tacn by the ether Biſhops mentioned 1n the ſame 4-9. 
F.cerer, or 1n the ſame Epiltle. For, that Letter, or Epiſtle, was 
Rot written, or dircted to one alenc, as namely to Dameſus, 
(a> you would make men beleeye, ) but to many and diverſe 
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Biſhops plurally, For thus is the direQon, (viz.) 79 our moſt 

honourable Lords, our verie Reverend brothers, and fellowes in Of- 

fice, Damaſus, Ambroſuns, Britton, Valerian, Acbolins, Aneming, 
Baſil, andthe reſt f the holy Biſhops aſſembled jin the noble Citie of 

Rome, T be holy C ouncell of Orthedoxe Biſhops, gathered together 

the great Citie of Conftentizople, ſend Greeting. Se that, it was 
not Damaſus alone, (as here you lee; ) butthe reſt of thoſe re- 
verend Biſhops alſo,aſſembled at Rome, that ſent thoſe Letters, 
mentioned in that Epiſtle to the moft holy Emperour Theo- 

doſars. And ſecondly, even thoſe Letters of Damaſu5,and of the 

relt of rhe Biſhops, ſeat to the Emperour , concerning that 

matter of calling ihe Councell were onely perſwaſive,and nor 

commaunding I.ctters : In aſmuch as 1t is before, by my Reply, 

veric evident, that this Councell was aſſembled by the com- 

maundement , or commaun:ing Letcers of the Emperour. 

And conſequently 1t was not Þameſus alone, but other Biſhops 

alſo joyned with h:m, that ſcot thoſe their Letters to the Em. 

perour, whereby hee was cxcited, moved, and perſwaded, te 

call, and commaund that Councell to bee aſſembled at Conftay. 

tinople. Now then, fceing that Theodoret whom you cite to 

rove , that Pepe: Dawa/xs by his commaunding Letters, cal. 


Fbeodor.lb. 5 led this Councell, proyeth no ſuck matter: Yea hee expreſlely 


witaef{cth the contrarie, affirming it directly, to have beene 
called by the commaundement et the Emperour: Doth or can 
this any way helpeto cxcuſe you”. Ordoth it not rather fo 
much the more 1nlarge, and aggravate your fault herein © 
Concerning the third Generall Councell, (which was the 
firſt Epheſine,) that, That was called by the commauneement 
ef the Emperour T beodsſins the younger, 1 haveallopreved in 
in my Reply, pag. $z. by the teftimamies of Evaniins, Libgratws, 
Sorirates, Zunaras, Nicephorus,% by the Syrodall Epiltle it ſelfe. 


And yet you would make men belceve, that it was called not 


by the commanndement of the Emperour, but of Celeſlinss 
Biſhop of Reme.And-tor procfc hercef, you cite Proſper in Chro- 
rice, attirming it to kave beenc held Celeſtini autho.rtate, By the 
exthority of Celeſiine,But you ſtill much muttake,for this was.no 
commandement,or commaunding authoritic in Celeftinxs,but 
a peiſraſive onely, which Biſhops might, and did uſe tothe 
Emper- 
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Emperours, verie often, for the obtayning ef Councels. So 
tht by theſe worces, is no myre meant, -or ſigned}, bur that 
Celefinxs uſcd lvch authoritir, that is, ſuch power,credite,and 
cltunauen, as hee had with the Emperor, to.cauſe, and pro- 
cure this Councell tobee aflembled. And that this wore, An 
thoritas , eoth ſo f1gnifie, and 18 yerte ofcen uſcd 1a that ſence, 
your Dicliezaries, and Latine writers , Will ſufnctently teacn 

ou. Y ea, your ie.fe, in your Rejoynder , doe cite Panlts D'- 
cons, in his Fliſtoricall colleftions , that hee ſpeaketh of the lait 
of rlic firſt foure Generall Ceuncels, ( whichiwas the Conn- 
cell of Caicedon,) in this ſort, Papa Lemnn autheritate,cc.Þy the 
authoritie of Pope Leo, and commaund of Martian the Emperonr, 
the Conncell of Culcedon was ſummoned, Here you ſee a plaine &t- 
ſtin&tion , made betweene this autboritie,& the commanna, T he 
commannd,or commandivg authoritie, being attributed to che 
Empcrour Martian: and the other authoritic, namely the per- 
ſwaſlve, being attributed co Les, Biſhop of Reme, Aud yet ney« 
ther, was it.uncl y Ceieftinus Bilhop of Reme, but other Patri- 
arkes,and, Piihaps, likewiſe,as namely Cyrill Biſhop of A lex- 
andris, fobn Eiſhop of Antiech, ani! Juvenall Biſhop of leruſalen 
that perſwade:, and excite.] the Emperour, to call and com- 
maund , this chir Generall Councell at Epheſus , as Zonaras 
tcl: fer), 

And as touciung the fourth Generall |Councell, which was, 
as I aid, that at Caledon: I have proved 1n my Reply, pag. 85. 
by the teſtimonie of the verie Comncell it ſclfe,and by fundry 
E piſtics alſo, of Leo Biſhop of - R ome, that this Councell of 
Calcedon, was ſummoned by the commaundement of the Em- 
perour : whereuuto may be alſo adde, that your owne teſti. 
monic of Pauls Dixconws , before cited; who faith, ( as even 
your (cifc alleged him, ) that this fourth Generall Councell 
of Ca'cedon, was ſummoned or called by 'the commaunde- 
ment of 4/41tian the Emperour,and not of Leo, although Leo 
did allo interpoſe and uſe his authoritic, and credite with the 
Empecrour, for the cttcRing of it. Now then, when beſide the 
clecreneſle of other proofcs, you ſaw by this expreſle teſtime. 
n:e of P>1/15 Liaranus, ( whem your (clfe alledged, ) thatthis 
Councell of Ce/cean,, was fſurmoned, or called by the com- 
maunce= 
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maunderaent ofthe Emperor Martian, why ſhould you, er any - 
 maanelle, ſay , or ſuppeſe the contrarie thereunto ? Yea even 
Leo himſelfe , in diyers ef his Epiſtles, ſheweth, ( as I ſaid be 
fore, ) that neyther hee, nor any ether Biſhop ef Rome did, in 
thoſe dayes , ſummon or call, eyrher this, or any other Gene. 
rall Counccll,but that it belonged to the Emperours,ſo todoe, 
as you may ſce more fully, by the wordes and aQtions , of the 
ſame Leo, formerly men:ioned in my Reply, pag.84.85. But 
I there alſo further alledged, a fifth Generall Councell,callcd, 
Alandato Inſtiniani, By the commanndement of Inftinian the |Em- 
perexr. And other Counccls I likewiſe there alledged,called by 
Emperours: toall which, yow anſwer nothing Nor doe you 
an{wer to Cardindk Crſearm,there alſs preduced by me, confel- 
fing, and afhrming cxpreffely , though it were againſt the 
Pope, that, The firſt eight Genera councels, were called by the 
Empereurs, Yea, this is ſoclecre a caſe, and ſe cyident a truth, 
that S. Hiereme makethit to bee of the cfſence of a Genera'l 
Councell: Dic qus Imperat or juſſerit hans Synodu convecari: Tell 
%s , ( ſaith bee, ) what Emperour commaunied this 'councell to be af. 
ſembled: thereby declaring, that it was held for no Generall 
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is Ruffi?. "Councell in thoſe dayes, unlefle it were called, and aſſembled 
- by the commaundement of the Empercur. Now then , upon 
all theſc quo [ leave it tothe equall Readcr, to judge, 


whether hee that denicth this ſo clecre, plaine, and palpable, 
atruth, benot juſtly worthy to beeacceuntcd, at leaſt, Ex- 
treamely audacious , if not extreamely impudent. 

I4. And yctyou would ſecme to ſay further, that S. Peter 
by his authoritie and commaundement , called the Councell 
which was at Jersſalex, in the Apoſtles times, ( A&.1 5.) and, 
that hee wasalfo the Preſident therein. But you preye it not, 
ney ther 13 there any ſuch thing in the Text appearing , taat 
hee commaunded or called that Councell. Yea, hee had no 
fuch commaunding , or compulſive amthoritic over the reſt of 

the Apoftles. The Greeke Scheliaſt ſaith, That hee did nothing 
» "SAY" imperiexſly, or witb commaunding authoritie, but af things by com-« 
* 4 won conſent, And there'orc, in thoſe times of the Apo!:les, did 
Fo © - thatCouncellat lafalem, ( 4.x 5.6.) come together, and 
was aſſembled by commen ccnſent, and agrecment ow 
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thewſclyes : But afterward, indeede , in the ſucceeding times, 
when the Emperours became Chriſtians, The Eccleſrafticall 
affaires , (faith Socrates, did much depend uponthem, ſ) that the A 
greateſt Councels were in time paſt, and ſtil are, ( ſaith hee, ) ut this Socrathbr. x, 
day,called bytheir appointment. Neyther was Peter,the firlt man, in Proemie.. 7 
that fpake in that Councell, (as you affirme, ſecking thereby ; 
to prove him te beealfo the Preſident therein : ) For the Text 
ſhewcth, that there bad beene great diſputation, before Peter roſe up, 
and ſpake, AR. 1 5. 7. Yea, it ſcemerh, that Iames rather then Pe- 
ter, was the Preſident in that Councell : For James was he, that” 
rave the definitive ſentence, 47.1 5.19.20. & tothat ſentence 
of his; did both Ater, amd the reſt of that Councell, cenſcnt, 
and condeſcend, and accordingly, was the decree drawne and 
made up, in that Councel!, and ſent unto the Churches,as ap- 
peareth, .4t&.15.23.23 24-25-26.27.28.29, Neyrher 1s it 
truc, thatto Preiide, or to bePrefident, in Councels, is a right 
properly belonging to the Pape, whatſoever you ſay : Yea, it 
1s yerie evidently, and abundantly diſproved 1n Ecclefiaſticall þ 
hiftoric, by ſundric Councels, wherein others,and not the Bi- A:ban.ad fb Mi 
ſhops ef Reme, were the Prefidents. And Athanaſins himielfe ;,,., _:.  * "8 
ſairh expreſſcly, of Heſins , that hee was, in his time, Concilis- 
rum Princeps, the chiefe, Prince , or Preſident of the Councels. 
15. Butin my Reply, pag. 3 o, I ſaid further, that Arbana- 
ſins did appreve of the Aathorinie of the Emperours, in Eccle- 
ſiafticall cauſes : and this I proved by two inftances, and not 
by one onely , (as you ſay: ) Thefirſt was this, that when 
Athsnaſinus was commaunted to conferre, with one Arins, 
concerning matters of faith: hee an{wered : Who © ſo farre out 
of his wits, that kee dare refuſe the commanndement of his Prince? 
The other, was this. T hat the Emperors commaenndement maie 
him to appeare before the Councel of T yrus : and finding that conn- 
cell, not to be indifferent, but partially affefed , Hee and the reſt of 
the Orthodexe Biſhops, appealed to the Emperoany. To the forrucr 
yea anſwer nothing at all, in your R ejoynder. To the latter, 
you ſpeake ſomewhat; and dee ſay, that, 7'bat which ] call hz 
counceli of T.yrus, was ns corncel at «ll. And this you wosld 
proveby the teltimonic of 4 r9anaſius himſelfe, where he (aitia 
thus, Qs fronte, talem conventum, Synod im appeilize and (nt, cut 
I 6 11878 
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comet Preſedit , With what face dare they call ſuch mn aſſembly * 
y 9:04, vr Coxuncell, in wh:;ch theConnt did Prefide ? But ave you 
thinke this, to be a realon ſulhcaent,to prove it to be nv coun. * 
4 c<ll atall,or in any fort, becauſe a Connz being a Lay-man did 
I Preſide in it, as Deputic, or Licuftcaant tothe Emperour,and 
; ia his ſtcad * Doth not your ſelfe {ay in. your Rejoyndrr, rhar 
the Emperour T keodoſins-thic Tounger , {ent Cont Candidiengs, 
as his Licuſtcnant te the Councell of Epheſus? will you there- 
fore conclude, that this Councell of Epbeſus, was alfo therefore 
ne Councell at all,becauſc this Count Candiiianus,being a lay - 
wan, was Prelident,or Licuftenant it it,ur ſigad.of che Empe- 
rour? For you may aſwell conclude the ore, as tlie other by 
that rcalon. Doens: therefore miſconiter nor miltake, that 
holy man Athansſus, nor wrovg, nor delude your Reader by 
a fallacic, a ditts ſecundum quid, ad difium ſumpliciter, For if you 
reade im diligently, and obſervantly, you will finde, that he 
denyed 1t not to bce a Councell, fimply and abſolutely, bug 
in lome reſpeRts ; as, namely, in reſpect 1t conſilied of 1rien 
Biſhops, and of that Arrian Preſident, and that,their plotte, 
purpoſe, and endeavour was to advance Arriaui/me , againlt 
Gods truth , and the Orthodexe Biſheps of that time, and 
againit the dccrees of tlie former fimous Councecll of Nyce, | 
in that point : and in reſpect alſo, that not jultice, but-vio- 
lence , or tyranny was there intendec, ang ſuch like. And this : 
2 you might haye perccived,if you had gone on, with the wore's 
yg of Athaneſins, which are thele, ( viz.) Qua fronte, talem con- 
 dAthan. apolo, ventum, Synodum «ppellare audent, cuiComes preſides © Et whiſpe-

Conncell of injurious perſons : For they did What they lifled : You 
ſce then in whatreſpeRts itis, that Arbanefins diſliked, and 
condemned this Comncell of T yrus , as not werthy the name 
of a Counce!l ; Yet, for all that, hee athrmed it not, to be no 
Councell atall fimply and abfolutely, and to all intents, and 
purpoſcs,as you would perſwade.For if it had been no Coun- 
cell at all, or in any ſort, why was 1t cenvocated or aſſembled, 
at a Councell ? Or why was Athanaſius commaunded by the 
Ewperour to appeare there? Or why did the ſame A rhanaſine 
afterward appealc from thece to th'Emperor? yea even Atha- 
wu himfelfe,aftirmeth itto be acouncell, ſuch a one as 1t was, 
& giveth 1t expreſlcly,the name of a Councell, when he ſaith, 
a$ you heard before, that ke, and the reſt of the Orthadoxe 
Biſhops departed from thence, tawquem e Concilio iniurieſorum, 
as from « Councell cf iniurious Perſons. So that,a Councell him- 
ſcife here acknowledged it to bee, though a bad Councell, 
thougha Councell of injurious, and wicked Perſons, and a 
Councell not worthy to bee called a Conncell, becauſe it thus 
intended, and endeavored, the advancement of Arriani/me. 
Bu: what? Will you ſay, that the many ard ſundric Coun- 
cels convocated, and atlembled 11 times paft , wherein Arria- 
w/me was cftabliſhed, were therefore no Councels atall, or 1 
any ſort ? Yea this of 7 yrs, ( aſwell as thoſe,) was held te be 
a Councell, ( though a wicked, and imp1ous one, ) not onely 
by Athenaſirs , but by Secrates alls , and by T heedoret likewiſe, 
who in thetr ſeyerall Eccleliafticall Hiſtories, doe often call it 
expreſſely by that name,of the Counceli of Tyruw. And cven 
that Clriitian Emperour aiſo, Cenſtentize himielfe, wrote un- 
to them, by theſame name,calling them the Councell of Ty- 
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'"#. And tis yet further recorded, that, by the Emperours *9 ©:39-3 1» Wi 


ceammaundement, this Councell of Tyrnus, ( expreflely againc 
{o called.) was removed from Tyr,to Jernſalem. 

But then you ſay, thar the fat, whereof Arhanaſins was ac. 
cuſee by the A&rrians, in that Councell of Tyras, was a mecre 
civill crime, belonging tothe Temporall'Tribunall : to wit,the 
x1}1ing of Ar/enins, and cut:ingot his hand. Bur you are i{11l 
geceryed 2 Forit was not onely the killing of 41 ſenins, an.i the 
1 K 2 Curing 
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cutting of his hand, (as you alledge,) but it was further, the 
uſing of that hand, ( ſo ſuggefted to bee cur of, ) to: Afagiche, 
and Sercerie, that was layd to his charge : Yea, ſundric other 
things ailo were layd to hits charge, as namcly,that hee had 4r- 


flowred a virgin : and that ene of hus Cleargie, had beaten dywne the 


Altar, everi hreWne the Lords T able, broken the holy Cuppe, and 
burned ihe bleſſed Bible. For all which miſdemeanours, j11s ac- 
cuſers {ought to get him diſplaced, and depoſed in that Coun- 
cell. So that 1t was not ameere Civ1ll crime, that was lzyd to 
his charge, as you ſuppoſe, but they were mixt offences,part- 
ly Civill, ana Temporall, and parcly Epilcopall,and Eccleſia- 
fucall. And therefore well might 1t bce called in ſome reſpett, 
Negetizm Jinperatorium , 4 watter Imperiall, namely in reſpec of 
the accuſation of killing of Arſenius, and the cutting of 
hts hand, if you goe no further burtto conlider thele fats one- 
ly , fingly and apart from thereſt : For lo allo 01d the Emper- 
our, Conſtantine himlclfe, as 1t ſeemerh , for a while, conceive 
ef it, andtherctore wrote to Dalmatius, the Cenſcr, that hee 
ſhoald call before him . ſuch as were accuſe:!, heare thematrter, 
and puniſh the offenders : But afterward hee altered his opi- 
nion, and topped that courle of hearing Fthbaraſins matters 
before the Cenſor , and would have them to bee heard, and de- 
termined before the Councell of Bifhops , which was aſe 
ſembled at Tyru, ( and which was afterward removed from 
thence to Teruſalem, to conlecrate a 7 emple or Church, which 
the Emperour had builded there.) The Emperear, ( faith Socra- 
 fes,) willed the Biſhops aſſembled at Tyris, to debate, rogether with 
at her matters, the contentions rayſed about Lihanaſns, to the ewd, 
( all quarells being removed, ) they 'might afterward cheereful'y ſo- 
lemnize+he conſeeration of that Church, aud dedicate the ſame unto 
God. Se that, all the matters layd to Athanefius his charge, 
being not ingly and ſeycrally , but joyntly rogether conſide- 
red,and they all tcading, to the ſlaunger, defamation, and de- 
poling of ſo worthy,reverend, and renowned a Biſhop, it ap- 
peareth by the event, that it was atlaſt, in thoſe times, held, 
and concluded, te bec Negorium Synod ale , &* Epiſcopale, a mat- 
ter meete for a $yn0de, or Councell of Biſhops, to conſider of, and to 


_ aeermine. And fo inieeile was it donc accordingly. New then, 


when 
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when Athaneſi15 went to the Empetour forrefuge, appealing © 7 
from this wicked, and injurious Councell'of Tyr, unto the "1 
ſame Emperour,in this his Epiſcopallyz & Ecclefiafticall cauſe: 
Is it not thereby, verie evident , that hee approved of rhe au. 
thoritic of the Fmperour in a cauſe Eccleſiatticall ? But if yer, 
you makeany doubr hereof, you may ſee turtherin my Reply, 
pag.68. that as the Apoſtle Paul appealed to Ceſargfſo Athar- 
ſins himſelie ſaith, that by that example of the Apoſtle, hee 
weuld likewiſc appeale ts the Emperonr ef hrs time : and hee ſaith 
there turther, that beyond the. Emperour, there was, in his 
dayes no appeale to be made to any,but roGod onely,and con» 
{-cquearly not to the Pope. | 
16. But you demaund of me certaine queſtions wherein 

you would bereſolved - The firſt is, whether I hold,and con- 
clude the {pirttual] ſupremacie to bein the King? I cannor but 
wonder at this queition of yeurs. For I have often told you,in 
my KR eply, that it 18 a Civil and Temporall ſaupremacte, over 
perſons Ecclef1tticall, ane 1n cauſes alſo Eccleſiaſtical I, which 
I give uato Kings. What ? have wee beene ſo long diſputing 
abour the p2vit of Supremacie ? And doe you not yct,,know 
the {tate ot the quettion betixt us 7 S.Paulſperkerh of ſome, 
thit won'a bee Doors of the Law, and yet underſland not what = i 
the; [reake, nor whercof they affirme : Of this ſort, 1t ſcemeth, SO 64 " 
you are,by this queſtion prepounded. But I an{were you once j 
more,ti)atitisnor, (as you have ofcen {ai, and often mitta. 
ken, ) a ſpirituall, but a C1v1]l, and Temporall fupremacie,that 
I actribute to Emperonrs, Kings, and Princes, in cauſes Eccie- 
fiatticail, and over Perſons Ecclefaſticall, And as for the Spiti- 
tual! fupremacie, it belongeth rizhtly and properly to Chriſt 
Icſus, the onely Spirituall King, Head, and Monarch, of his 
whole Church. For when hee was deinaunded, touching his tw) 
kin ome, hee anſwered thus : My kingdome 1s not of this war!d: 1oh.18 436, BY 
ther<by declaring, that hee was not a worldly, or terreftrall j 
King, ur a {piricuall King. And therefore alſo when they 

would have made him, aterreſtruall King, hee would none of Tob.6.x 5 
it, i-ar refuf2d, and departed from them. And ſo Iikewiſe teſti 
f -': S. Pasl,lus true, and futhfull Apoitle, ( ſpeaking of him- 
{i.-, and of rac reſt of the Eccleſiafticall Minifters,) that the

Your ewne tranflation in 
this Text of 1.Fet.5.4. is, Princeps Paftorum, the Prince of Pa 
fers : which likewiſe ſtill fheweth, that not the ' Pope ,” bur 
CurisrT IESvs oncly, is the ſupreme Paſtor, or the Prince 
of the leverall Paſtors diſperſed on the tace of the Earth. And 
therefore was it alſo decreed inthe Councell of Carthage 3.c4. 
26, that Prime ſedis Epiſcopui,non appelletur Princ-ps ſacerdstum, 
vel ſummus ſacerdes, aut aliquid huinſmedi ſed tantuw prime ſedis 
Epiſcopus: T he Bſhop of the firſt Sea,may not bee called,the Prince 
of Prieft5, or the the chiefe Prieſt,or any ſuch like but ene!y Biſhop of 
the firſt Sea. And Gratian addeth further as tcuching the title 
of Y niverſall Biſbep, Neytber let the Biſhop of Rome be ſo called. 
Now then to come to anſ{were you, alſo touching Nere, and 
other Heathen, &perſccuting Emperours, and Kings: It is trus, 
that they have the (ame Ctyill ſword, power, and authoritie 
committed ts them from God, which the Chriſtian Empere 
ours, and the Chriftian Kings have, and to the ſame cnd;names« 
ly , for the puniſhwent of evill docys,and for the prayſe of them that 
doe well : Bytit they puniſh good, and gedly men, and well- 
doers, { as Nere did , when hee put S. Peter, and S. Paul,'to 
death , and as the other Emperours, and Kings doe, which 
perſecute the true and Orthodoxe Chriſtians)This 1s not the.

ſervants, and religion. Yet if any Heathen Emperour,er King Fzra 1.2.3, 5 
doe commaund any thing ter God, or tor his ſervice, worſhip, &c. 4 
or religion, (as they may «oe, and ſometimes have done) (as Exra,b. 1.2. WW 
appeareth by the examples of King Cyrus, King Darius , King 4 &c. 
Artexerxes, King Nabuchadnez.zar, and 5thers: ) tizerein, they Ezra 7.12. 
are no leflc ts bee obeyed, then if it had beene commaunded, 1 3.14.1 5. 
by the godlyeſt, & beſt profeſſed Chriſtian King in che world. - 16.17.18. 
And this you may ſee further declared , in my firft Booke, pc, 
Chap. 1. pag. 7. and in my Reply, pag.44- 45.Vſherefore,itis Day, 3-23.

Antichriſt £ Doe not therefore decerve your ſelfe, nor. others 
any longer, by miſtaking the cauſe, which is, you know , a fal- 
lacie, 4 cauſa 101, #t cauſa.

& if all this while you nevertheleſle be not aLawycr,you have 
done your ſelfe a great deale of diſcrediteand diſhonour in 
atthiming it : Neyther can any man thentell, hew to belceve 

you, in any thing you ſpeake, or write ; So that herein you 
gull not mce, but your (elfe , and others. It would therefore 
beſt become you, to unmaske yourſelfe, and to diſceyer your 
ſelte plainely : For you mult thinke, howſoeyer you would 
conceale your ſelfe, that you are ſufficiently knowne, and goe 
not inviſible.
